This letter acknowledges the receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
dated October 14, 2019. Your request has been assigned FOIA Number 2020-00005. Please 
reference this number in all correspondence concerning your request. You requested: 

1) All email correspondence between OPIC staff and Vista Oil and Gas Argentina 

S.A.U. over the past two years, and 

2) All documents relating to Vista Oil and Gas Argentina S.A.U. over the past two 

years. 

Your request is being processed under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), which 
can be found at Section 552 of Title 5 of the United States Code. The FOIA requires OPIC to 
search records within the agency’s control and that are reasonably likely to produce your 
requested records. In order to ensure that an agency can do this, the FOIA requires that 
requesters reasonably describe the records sought so that an agency staff member can determine 
what records are responsive and where they can be located with a reasonable amount of effort. 

An agency is generally “not obligated to look beyond the four comers of the request for leads.” 
Please note that with regards to Items 1 and 2, when searching for project files, the FOIA Office 
limits its search to the files of the project officers. Accordingly, the FOIA Office will first search 
for a responsive project and then it will search the files of the project officers on those projects 
for responsive records. 

For fee purposes you have been classified as “all other requesters”, meaning you are not 
requesting this information for commercial, scientific institution, educational institution, or news 
media use as defined in OPIC’s regulations. 1 As an all other requesters, you will not be charged 
for review, for the first two hours of search time, or for the first 100 pages of reproduction. 2 
OPIC’s fee schedule is as follows:

You have not authorized fees. Accordingly, under OPIC’s regulations, it is assumed that 
you authorize fees of up to $25.00. 4 

This is notice that your requests will require a notice and an opportunity to comment be 
provided to third parties with potentially confidential information in the records pursuant to 
Executive Order 12,600 and OPIC’s regulations at 22 C.F.R. § 706.32. This process will add 
time on to the processing of your request. This time may be significant depending on the number 
of third parties that must be contacted, the nature of these parties, and the volume of the records 
needing to undergo this process. OPIC may also be required to consult with other agencies 
before making a determination on the records.
